God does not necessarily judge actions. 
He knows the motives or the intention 
prompting the action. Consequently, He 
bases His judgment solely upon the true 
attitude of the heart or mind of man. Je- 
sus said: “Out of the heart proceed the 
issues of life.” Of whatever degree of 
purity the well spring of the soul con- 
sists, thenceforth the flowing stream pro- 
ceeding reveals the exact nature of the 
contents of the soul. In this connection 
Jesus asks: “Can a fountain send forth 
both sweet water and bitter (poison- 
ous) ?” However much we need to stress 
the scriptural, exacting demands for 
“modest apparel,” and irrespective of this 
as a pertinent fact incorporated in the 
apostles’ doctrine and the early Church 


.in its discipline of members, the measure 


of TRUE BIBLE HOLINESS is not to 
be determined by the length of our 
ladies’ sleeves, or else the general outward 
appearance. Furthermore, it is not de- 
termined by the many things we may, or 
may not, eliminate from our proletarian 
existence. 


Capital stress is placed upon this or 
that virtue as indicated by some outward 
appearance, but we, as true Christians, 
must never fail to remember that the 
cardinal principles of righteousness and 
true holiness are embraced in this one 
word only, ATTITUDE. In a word, it is 
not what we may refrain from doing that 
God is so greatly concerned about, but as 
a righteous and equitable judge, His de- 
cisions are based entirely upon the cor- 
rectness of our attitude in so doing. We 
may give our body to be burned; our 
goods to feed the poor; exercise our- 
selves in faith to the extent of “moving 
mountains,” but God looks beneath the 
outward veneer of our works, and our di- 
mensions of faith, taking note only of the 
attitude of the “governor” of the soul. It 
reflects man’s true nature. 


Assuredly, He is able “ . . . to do ex- 
ceeding abundantly above all that we 
ask or think, according to the power that 
worketh in us,” not through us, with or 
by us, but WITHIN. The wise man’s 
statement that: “He that mastereth his 
own spirit is greater than he that cap- 
tures a city,” is set forth as a monumental 
proverb; a constant reminder to all who 
aspire to greatness, that there are latent 
powers within that forever challenge the 
soul in its march back toward God. We 
call that our “humanity.” Purify your 
heart by perfect submission to God, which 
is best accomplished by submitting one to 
another, in the fear of God. It will en- 
hance the beauty of your soul, and en- 
large the magnitude of your whole per- 
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son as a sanctified vessel in the good 
Master’s use. 

Preach the first in its proper place, and 
in its right time, but, lay equal, if not 
even greater, stress upon the urgent need 
of our people keeping their attitude ex- 
actly correct toward one another, and 
toward the world too, in matters per- 
taining to the wholesome well being of 
their fellowman.

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More and more can be seen the wisdom in 
the words of Solomon: “A. word fitly spok- 
en is like apples of gold in pictures of silver,” Prov. 25:11. Such 
a description of words certainly enhances the value of careful 
thinking before making too much comment or commitment 
with the tongue. After careful thinking and _ consideration, 
words when spoken will be more beautiful and more powerful 
for good. 

There is a story of a white man making a long speech to 
some Seminole Indians. When he finally had finished with his 
speech one of the Indians asked, ““White man now through talk- 
ing?” When the white man informed him that he was through 
the Indian said, ““Now say something.” 

In order for words to be more beautiful and more powerful, 
whether in conversation or in sermon, they must be meaningful, 
laden with interest, enthusiasm, and knowledge. Someone has 
written a very beautiful and true story in the little verse about 
the wise owl: 

“There was an old owl that sat up in a tree, 
And he was as wise as an owl could be; 
The more he saw the less he spoke, 
The less he spoke the more he heard. 
Why can’t we be like that old bird?” 

We are living in a day of great diplomatic 
activity, a time when just the wrong word 
spoken is liable to plunge us into an awful calamity, a day 
when statesmen hurry to another country to talk over matters 
of state then return to their capital for more instructions be- 
fore committing themselves further.

may.” By this statement is often meant that hard preaching 
was the kind they believed in. There is nothing wrong with 
firm, straightforward preaching, that kind is best understood; 
but certainly the Word of God does teach that we may handle 
our speech in such a diplomatic way that it will be to the line 
and not over the line. Hewing to the line is setting the broadax 
so it will not be digging and will not leave unsightly marks on 
the piece of timber upon which the hewing is done, but will 
leave the timber nice and smooth where the operation has been 
wrought. Diplomacy is setting the ax just right so that it will 
not stop short of the line and will not go over the line. 

Paul was, in the true sense of the word, a real diplomat. 
There was a time that it was to his advantage to be who he was. 
He took advantage of being a Pharisee and said, “I am a Phari- 
see, the son of a Pharisee.” At another time when they were 
about to whip him it came handy for him to let them know 
that he was a Roman citizen, and asked if it was lawful for 
them to treat one who had Roman citizenship in such 4 way. 

After Paul had for many years been a missionary he finally 
came to the academic center of Athens to preach. This city was 
so sewed up with paganism and atheism that it seemed almost 
impossible to get into, but Paul had not forgotten his diplo- 
matic tact. He presents that same dexterity, skill, and shrewd- 
ness in managing his speech that he had on former occasions, 
and so delivered that wonderful and diplomatic oration on the 
unknown God. 

Not only is it true that Paul was diplomatic in handling his 
affairs and in the affairs of the spiritual kingdom which had 
been committed into his hands, but Jesus also, when He was 
here upon earth, speaking of the administration of the Church 
and the way to handle the affairs of the Church, recommended 
diplomacy. “Moreover if thy brother shall trespass against thee, 
go and tell him his fault between thee and him alone: if he 
shall hear thee, thou hast gained thy brother. But if he will 
not hear thee, then take with thee one or two more, that in the 
mouth of two or three witnesses every word may be estab- 
lished,” Matt. 18:15, 16. This undoubtedly sets forth the idea 
that affairs between individuals are to be settled behind closed 
doors. When individuals have trouble it is the best for them 
to closet themselves together and talk over their affairs and in 
a diplomatic way be able to settle all of their troubles. This will 
eliminate church trouble.

The Need of the Hour 


If the last great command of Jesus is 
to be obeyed and His gospel program to 
be carried out, His army needs to rally 
her forces, at such a time as this, and 
move forward with new life and purpose. 


1. There is need of more life, a deeper 
consecration, and more real heart wor- 
ship in the churches.

Who, but could serve more faith- 
fully, if only he would draw nearer to 
God in prayer, submission and a fuller 
obedience? God wants men who have a 
great vision, men who are consecrated to 
His service, men who are willing to deny 
themselves and suffer for the privilege 
of taking the Word of life to others. Such 
are not produced by a dead, formal order 
of religious service, but in the “upper 
room” of prayer and separation unto 
God. God save us from the time-serving, 
salary-drawing, ease-loving type of 
preachers who are increasing in the land, 
and send us more of the type of Elijah, 
John the Baptist, Paul, John Wesley and 
Charles G. Finney! 

3. If the home fields are to be fully 
occupied and the foreign fields reached, 
more funds will be needed.

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I heard a Pentecostal preacher preach 
that there would be no one saved during 
the tribulation except backsliders. What 
is the Church of God teaching on this? 


The Church of God does not set forth 
any specific teaching on this question. 
Whether or not Gentiles will be saved 
during the tribulation period is a mat- 
ter of controversy. The tribulation is the 
time of Israel’s trouble. The Church will 
not be here. All age-end texts for the 
Church are glory texts. Matthew 25 
shows that the watchers will be caught 
out; 1 Thess. 4:13, that those who are in 
Christ will be raptured; Col. 3:4, that 
the Church will appear with Him in 
glory. Since the Church is overwhelming- 
ly Gentile, this will, in a spiritual sense, 
be the end of the times of the Gentiles. 
During the tribulation or time of Jacob’s 
trouble, there will be a multitude of 
Jews saved. The number which comes up 
out of great tribulation may refer to 
Jews and it may refer to Gentiles. It is 
the opinion of the Editor that even 
though we are now living in the Gentile 
dispensation, some Jews may accept 
Christ; even so, during the tribulation, 
which is the time of the preaching of the 
gospel of the kingdom to the Jews, a 
few Gentiles may be saved. But this peri- 
od is evidently a Jewish period.

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The Coming of Christ’s Kingdom

4. The Jews will till the soil. “And I 
will bring again the captivity of my 
people of Israel, and they shall build the 
waste cities, and inhabit them; and they 
shall plant vineyards, and drink the wine 
thereof; they shall also make gardens, 
and eat the fruit of them. And I will 
plant them upon their land, and they 
shall no more be pulled up out of their 
land which I have given them, saith the 
Lord thy God,” Amos 9:14, 15. (See Jer. 
31:4-9; Isa. 65:21, 23.) It will be noted 
here that the Jews are to till the soil but 
that the earth will bring her increase in 
abundance for their sake and for all 
those who go up from year to year to Je- 
rusalem to worship the king (Christ) but 
upon those who fail to go there will be 
no rain. (Zech. 14:16-19). 


The Jews rejected Christ when He was 
here on earth, as has already been stated 
in this message, however, I want to go 
back to the thought for a moment in or- 
der that we may have a better under- 
standing about God’s dealings with His 
people the Jews. After they had re- 
jected Christ it was said by Christ Him- 
self, ‘““O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, which kill- 
eth the prophets, and stonest them that 
are sent unto thee; how often would I 
have gathered thy children together, as 
a hen doth gather her brood under her 
wings, and ye would not! Behold, your 
house is left unto you desolate: and verily 
I say unto you, Ye shall not see me, un- 
til the time come when ye shall say, 
Blessed is he that cometh in the name of 
the Lord,” Luke 13:34, 35. “‘And when 
he came near, he beheld the city, and 
wept over it saying, If thou hadst known, 
even thou, at least in this thy day, the 
things which belong unto thy peace! but 
now they are hid from thine eyes,” Luke 
19:41, 42. 


“And they shall fall by the edge of the 
sword, and shall be led away captive into 
all nations: and Jerusalem shall be trod- 
den down of the Gentiles, until the times 
of the Gentiles be fulfilled,” Luke 21: 
24. “Therefore I say unto you, the king- 
dom of God shall be taken away from 
you, and given to a nation bringing 
forth the fruits thereof,” Matt. 21:43. 
After Christ had been rejected by the 
Jews He then turned to the Gentiles to 
take out of them a people for His name, 
as is seen in Acts 15:13-17; Rom. 11:1- 
25. It is stated here that blindness in 
part is happened to Israel, until the full- 
ness of the Gentiles be come in, however, 
the kingdom was not set up at the time 
He turned to the Gentiles, as has already 
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been shown; but the Church age was 
brought in and to those who overcome in 
this age it is said that they shall set upon 
thrones judging the twelve tribes of Is- 
rael, Luke 22:29, 30. While the overcom- 
ing saints which come out of the Church 
age will sit upon thrones and participate 
in the rulership of the earth, the Jews 
having returned to God under the preach- 
ing of the two witnesses, Rev. 11:3-13, 
will go out into the kingdom age and en- 
joy the blessings promised them. “Then 
shall the King say unto them on his right 
hand, Come, ye blessed of my Father, in- 
herit the kingdom prepared for you from 
the foundation of the world,” Matt. 25: 
34. The kingdom will at this time (at 
the judgment of the nations) be re- 
stored to Israel. It seems here that the 
nations who befriended Israel (His breth- 
ren) will also be privileged to go into 
His kingdom. 

5. It will be a time of great spiritual 
prosperity and ingathering. “And it shall 
come to pass in the last days, that the 
mountain of the Lord’s house shall be 
established in the top of the mountains, 
and shall be exalted above the hills; and 
all nations shall flow into it. And people 
shall go and say, Come ye, and let us 
go up to the mountain of the Lord, to 
the house of the God of Jacob; and he 
will teach us of his ways, and we will 
walk in his paths: for out of Zion shall 
go forth the law, and the word of the 
Lord from Jerusalem,” Isa. 2:2, 3. “Thus 
saith the Lord of hosts, It shall come to 
pass, that there shall come people, and 
the inhabitants of many cities: and the 
inhabitants of one city shall go to an- 
other, saying, Let us go speedily to pray 
before the Lord, and to seek the Lord of 
hosts: I will go also. Yea, many people 
and strong nations shall come to seek the 
Lord of hosts . . . In those days it shall 
come to pass that ten men shall take hold 
out of all languages of the nations, even 
shall take hold of the skirt of him that 
is a Jew, saying, We will go with you: 
for we have heard that God is with you,” 
Zech. 8:20-23. (It is believed by many 
Bible readers that in view of the above 
scripture that Jews will preach to na- 
tions at this time.) “In that day shall 
there be upon the bells of the horses, 
HOLINESS UNTO THE LORD; and 
the pots in the Lord’s house shall be like 
the bowls before the altar. Yea, every pot 
in Jerusalem and in Judah shall be holi- 
ness unto the Lord of hosts: and all they 
that sacrifice shall come and_ take of 
them, and seethe therein, and in that day 
there shall be no more the Canaanite in 
the house of the Lord of hosts,” Zech. 
14:20, 21. 


6. Human life will be greatly pro- 
longed. “There shall be no more thence 
an infant of days, nor an old man that 
hath not filled his days: for the child 
shall die an hundred years old; but the 
sinner being an hundred years old shall 
be accursed ... for as the days of a 
tree are the days of my people, and mine 
elect shall long enjoy the work of their 
hands,” Isa. 65:20-22. The sinner that 
dieth at an hundred years shall be deemed 
accursed; that is, his death at so early 
an age, which in those days the hundred- 
eth year will be regarded just as if it were 
mere childhood, shall be deemed the ef- 
fect of God’s special invitation in wrath. 
This proves that the better age to come 
on earth, though much superior to the 
present, will not be a perfect state; sin 
and death shall have place in it. This is 
farther shown in Zech. 14:17-19. 


7. The instincts of wild beasts will be 
changed. “The wolf shall dwell with the 
lamb, and the leopard shall lie down with 
the kid; and the calf and the young lion 
and the fatling together; and a little child 
shall lead them. And the cow and the 
bear shall feed together and their young 
ones shall lie down together; and the lion 
shall eat straw like the ox. And the suck- 
ling child shall play on the hole of the 
asp, and the weaned child shall put his 
hand on the cockatrice’ den. They shall 
not hurt nor destroy in all my holy 
mountain for the earth shall be full of 


‘ the knowledge of the Lord, as the waters 


cover the sea,” Isa. 11:6-9. 


8. War will be at an end. “And they 
shall beat their swords into plowshares, 
and their spears into pruning-hooks: na- 
tions shall not lift up the sword against 
nation, neither shall they learn war any 
more,” Isa. 2:4. Peace conferences may 
be held, treaties may be signed by the 
dozens, we have seen them broken one 
after another while the nations have con- 
tinued to arm themselves until the world 
has become one vast armament, and the 
great powers may at any time be 
plunged into a world-wide conflict. But 
we look forward with great anticipation 
to the time when the Prince of peace 
shall come and establish peace in the 
earth, then the nations shall learn war no 
more. 


9. Satan will be bound. “And I saw an 
angel come down from heaven, having 
the key to the bottomless pit and a great 
chain in his hand. And he laid hold on 
the dragon that old serpent, which is the 
devil, and Satan, and bound him a thou- 
sand years, and cast him into the bottom- 
less pit, and shut him up, and set a seal 
upon him that he should deceive the na- 
tions no more till the thousand years 
should be fulfilled: and after that he 
must be loosed a little season,” Rev. 20: 
1-3. This will take place at the coming of 
Christ with the armies of heaven, at 
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which time He will put down the Anti- 
christ rule and destroy his armies, then 
Satan shall be bound for a thousand years 
after which he will be loosed for a little 
season, and will go out to deceive the na- 
tions but God will send fire down from 
heaven and destroy his armies and cast 
him (Satan) into the lake of fire and 
brimstone where the beast and the false 
prophet are, and shall be tormented day 
and night for ever and ever. This will be 
followed by the white throne judgment, 
after which the New Jerusalem will 
come down and there shall be a new heav- 
en and a new earth and then ETER-

effect upon the heart and brings abvut 
that experience that we know as the new 
birth. The gospel of the new birth is 
founded upon Jesus Christ and Him cru- 
cified, and such an experience is the only 
thing that will avail in bringing about a 
transformation of men and women’s 
lives. We do not pick the leaves off a 
tree to kill it, neither do we kill birds 
by plucking off their feathers. If the 
tree is killed at the heart, the leaves will 
shed, and after the bird has been killed is 
time enough to pick the feathers off. So 
it is that we are to work on the hearts of 
men and women and do our best to get 
them that old time gospel of Jesus Christ 
and Him crucified in order to remove the 
cause of the disease rather than to con- 
tinually strike at the sentence. The good 
doctor does not doctor symptoms but he 
seeks to remove the cause of the disease. 
The cause of all trouble in life is sin, and 
Jesus Christ and Him crucified is the 
remedy. When men accept this doctrine 
they will then have a reformed life, a 
life conformed to the image of Christ. 
So we conclude that Paul’s gospel of Je- 
sus Christ and Him crucified is a good 
twentieth century gospel and will work 
the same wonderful benefits in our lives 
today, and in the lives of all individuals 
who will accept Him.
